PACKET RACKET 


ith many thanks to Arthur 
(N3XEI) for his help we have 
upgraded the software on the 


W3CH BBS (144.99) and the W3PS BBS 
(145.05, 147.345). 

The new software is F6FBB version 
700e. The programs are both running very 
well as of this writing; all of the software 
bugs where removed in record time. When 
you check-in as a user you will note very 
few changes to the system. There are two 
very large changes to the operation of the 
system. 

First, that it will forward to other BBSs 
in what is called x-forward which sends 
messages in what is called x format. X 
format will forward many messages at the 
same time, compressing them 60%. The 
FBB forwarding would only send 5 messag- 
es, and compress 40%. As you can see this 
new program will move much more mail in 
the same amount of time. The second is that 
it does html forwarding via the Internet. 
This will mean that your packet mail might 
go via the Internet on long hops. 

There are other BBSs already up and 
running with F6FBB version 700e in the 
area. They are N3XEI (145.03), and 
KA3FMO (144.91). Stop by for a visit, and 
give the new program a try on any of the 
area’s fine BBSs.
